be given Persian walnuts (often call- 
ed "English"), the American nut prob- 
ably not being in stor,*, or at most 
kept in small quantity at a prohibitive 
price. -Of a-certainty, the American 
walnut i* neglected. 


Pcrha»« "neglect" is hardly the 


right verb to describe the treatment 
that th* walnut has received at tha 
hand* of the American people. Prob- 
a»!y "abuse" comes nearer to fitting 
the case. If it were ignored, it would 
multiply and nourish abundantly. The 
trouble is that it has not been ignored, 
bat siduouxly pursued with the axe. 
Our pious pioneer forebears looked on 
tnis furnnlsher of machless wood and 
palatable nuts as something provi- j 
dently supplied for their use. Appar- j 
cntly thsy priaed the wood more than 
the. nuts, for they proceeded to make 
the trees into lumber. In many reg- 
ions, the tree was altogether exter- 
minated.
